LOS ANGELES— A young 
woman first identified as the 
mysterious girl in a polka dot 
dress sought in the Robert F. 
Kennedy assassination has 
died of a drug overdose, police 
said today, 

Kathy Fullmer. 23, who 
worked as a go-go dancer 
under the name of Sundy 
Rossi, checked into a motel in 
suburban El Sereno Monday 
at 7:30 A.M., and left a call for 
5:30 P.M. 

When the motel manage- 
ment got no response to the 
5:30 call, it opened the door 
and found Miss Fullmer in a 
ooma, -apparently from an 
overdose of seconal. 

On the mirror she had 
scrawled: 

“Lord you gave me a moun- 
tain : "'y 

I am love to'climb 

Sundy 

“A wooden box will do.” 

She died Tuesday at Los An- 
geles County-USC Medical 
Center. < V.\ 

Miss Fullmer surrendered to 
police last June saying she" be- 
lieved she was the mysterious 
woman in a polkk dot dress 
seen at the Ambassador Hotel i 
the night Kennedy was shot. :
